This regulation was originally adopted to meet Code of Virginia requirements to have approved 
laboratories conduct analysis of blood for alcohol or drugs in Driving Under the Influence cases. 
 
Amendments to the Code of Virginia set forth in 2003 Va. Acts c.933, effective July 1, 2003, 
removed the requirement for the approval of independent laboratories.  Since statutory authority 
no longer exists, it is necessary to repeal the relevant regulations regarding such approval.
